29. (original) The method of claim 24 wherein the compound of claim 1 is administered orally, 
parenterally or topically. 

30. (original) The method of claim 24 wherein the compound of claim 1 is in an amount of from 
0.1 to about 300 mg/kg of body weight. 

31 . (original) The method of claim 24 wherein the compound of claim 1 is in an amount of from 
1 to about 30 mg/kg of body weight. 

32. (original) The method of claim 24 wherein said mammal is a human. 

33. (original) The method of claim 24 wherein said mammal is an animal. 

34. (cancelled) A method of treating atherosclerosis and restenosis, mediated by herpesviral 
infection, comprising administering to a mammal in need thereof a compound of claim 1 or 2. 

35. (cancelled) A method for inhibiting a herpesviral DNA polymerase, comprising contacting the 
polymerase with an effective inhibitory amount of a compound of claim 1 . 

36. (cancelled) A compound of claim 1 , or a pharmaceutical^ acceptable salt thereof, for use in 
the manufacture of medicines for the treatment or prevention of a herpesviral infection in a 
mammal.
